NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

The annual report for 1884 of the Jewish Working Men’s Club indicates 
that the institution is one of the most prosperous and well-managed of its kind 
in the kingdom. It is so prosperous that it was enabled last year to appropriate 
from ordinary current revenu nearly £200 for building purposes. It is managed 
hy the members themselves, and a healthy riv ilry is shown among them to take 
part inthe management. A unique feature of the Club isthe admission of women 
to all the rights of mi inbership, and non-Jewish visitors are particularly sur- 
prised at the success which has attended it. There are few. if any, Similar in- 
stitutions which retain financial success without obtaining profit from the sale 
of intoxicants : the Club and the “Pub.” are too little distinguishable as

As we announced last week the examination of the pupils of the Jews’ Free 
School by Her Majesty’s Inspectors—for the vast establishment gave occupation 
to three assistant examiners, besides Mr. le Page Renouf—has shown highly 
satisfactory resuits. The great school, of which we Jews are justly proud, still 
maintains its old reputation for rare efliciency. Its fame is -not only more than 
Anglo-Jewish ; it is becoming European. We. gave an abstract last week of an 
irticle from the pen of M. Arsene Darmesteter, which has rec ntly appeared in 
the Paris Revue Pedagogique, and which is as enthusiastic in praise of the Free 
School as any English Jew could be. “Thus the approval of non-Jewish authori. 
ties.in England like Mr. Mandella is echoed by educationists abroad. The 
managers and the teachers of the school must by this time have had more coum. 
mendation than they can comfortably digest. We shall not attempt on thi 
occasion to still further »mbarrass them by adding to the load. We prefer to 
congratulate the community on the possession of an institution so truly excel. 
lent: and we do so with crafty intent, for our congratulations are meant as an 
admonition to the friends of Jewish education to be mindful of their duty of 
supporting the school, 


How is the success of the Free School to be accounted for? The question 
is de lt with in the very able article by Dr, Maurice Davis which we hare lat. ly 
published, and by a letter from the Rev. R. H, A. Bradley, which appeared in 
our last impression, The latter is inclined to attribute the mental advantages with 
which Jewish children are endowed to the circumstance that they are possessors 
of two languages, while other children know only one. This, Mr. Bradley thinks. 
‘unquestionably predisposes the mind to the earier reception of learning.” The 
theory isa plausible one, and has been advanced before. We wish we could 
agree with Mr. Bradley in thinking that the superior educational capacity of 
Jewrsh children is also partly to be attributed to thi ir being =f the POSse SSOT 
ofa grand history and a grand literature.” It is just this history and literature 
of which Jews, both great and small,.are so lamentably ignorant. Such a pos. 
session ought to be the inspiration of the modern Jew they ought to be a force 
raising him to the loftiest heights, spiritual, moral, and intellectual. But the truth 
is Whatever nobility he does display is often obtained, not in conseqnenece, but in 
spite, of his indifference to the Past. The superior intellectual powers of Jewish 
children must be assigned to other causes. Heredity and oppression have both 
played their part, we believe, in their production. The love of learning—though 
it times the learning might have been almost exclusively religious—has always 
been a characteristic of the race. The characteristic remained, even in the most 
unpromising ages, partly owing to the influence of heredity, Dut persecution 
also rendered its aid. The more complete the social ostracism of the Jew, the 
more he was thrown upon his own resources, the more closely he applied himself 
to that excellent mental exercise —Talmudic study. The Rabbis have done more 
to produce the intellectual acuteness and vigour of Jewish children than is gene. 
rally supposed, Nor can it be doubted that the nec ssity of having to devis, 
means for escaping from persecution has tended to sharpen the Jewish mind. 
Vinally, unjust laws, which excluded Jews from certain manual occupations, and 
especially from agriculture, have necessitated their following vocations calling for 
intellectual adroitness, with the inevitable consequence that the quality has been 
devs loped and transmitted. 


Religious discipline and social environment have combine d to render the Jews 
intellectually a favoured race.’ We attach much value to Mrs. Boole’s  well- 
known theory that the sober, practical character of Judaism has exercised a 
Wholesome effect upon the Jewish mind, judged from the educationist’s point 
of view. There has been no religious excitement to disturb or distract, and to 
interfere with the mental concentration essential to successful study. ‘The Jew 
told to. attend more to conduct than to abstract belief ; and the injunction has 
left him free to fix his thoughts on the attainment of knowledge.

3 The last observation reminds us to call attention to the inadequacy of Bishop 
Temple's comparison between the Old and the New Testaments in his recently 
published Bampton lectures. The Bishop asserts that the Hebrew Scriptures, 
unlike the Gospels, lay stress upon the knowledge of God rather than upon the 
unitation of His goodness, and inculcate the practice of such virtues as justice 
rather than the gentler qualities of meekness and humility. To the first part of 
the ‘titement it is a sufficient reply to quote the general maxim of the Pentateuch 
"Ye shall be holy, for I, the Lord your God, am holy.” Its, moreover, incor. 
rect. te say that the softer virtues are comparatively overlooked hy the Old 
*estament. To go no further than the Mosaic Code we may point to such an 
Myanction as that which commands the Israelite to help his enemy when the 


latter is in distress. Even in his heart he is not to hate his brother. The glory of 
meekness is taught by the fact of its being made the distinguishing quality of 
the Lawgiver himself. The defects, indeed, are not in the Old Testament but 
in the New. The latter makes no mention of mnan’s duty to the lower animals, 
and while it has much to say about the beauty of meekness, it says little enough 
about justice and honesty. It has been remarked by non-Jewish critics that in point 
of healthiness and robustness the Mosaic ethics compare favourably with those of 
the Gospel.- The justice of the remark must be admitted by all unbiased minds. 


Sue h om parisons, as those indulged in by Bishop Temple, are misleading. and 
with thouchtful persons cannot advance the cause which the Bampton Lectures 


are intended to promote. 


In his lectures on “ Rights of Nations,” at the University of St. Peterburg, 
the celebrated Professor A. D. Gradovzsky referred to the condition of the Jews 
in Russia. After-a short sketch of the tragic history of Isracl in Europe, in 
which he demonstrated the influence of persecution upon the Jews, he declared 
Ile said: “ The 
Jewish ‘(Juestion exists now only in countries of inferior cuiture ; the Western 
States of Europe have no Jewish Question, and the same-will and must take 
place in Russia, Roumania and Hungary.” Similar statements are now very 
common, and have been repeated thousands and thousands of times ; but, alas! 
they are generally forgotten or ignored in Russia, even by the so-called educated 
classes, and we ought to be grateful to the popular Rassian professor for his 
tolerant sions, 


that they must be sooner or later emancipated in Russia. 


Much has been heard within recent months of the expulsion of Russians, 
chiefly Jews, from Berlin and other citicsin Prussia. The crusade has since been 
extended, strange to say, to Jews of Russian: nationality who hold clerical ap- 
pointments in various Jewish. communities in the Prussian Kingdom. These 
Rabois, &c., are not actually being expelled, but what is almost as bad, have been 
dto vacate their respective offices. This extraordinary measure is applied 
not alone to Jews who have been resident in the country a few years only, but 
even to those who have been actively engaged in their spiritual work for fifteen 
and twenty years, and have been generally regarded as Germans. The “motivé 
for this strange proceeding on the part of the Prussian Authorities is a mystery, 
on which even the persons chiefly concerned are not enlightened. 


The Reuter’s telegram from Pesth, which we publish in another column, 
requires some explanation in order to make its meaning thoroughly clear.” The 
announcement indicates that the Hungarian Chamber of Deputies has passed 
that portion of the Government Bill for the reform of the House of Peers, which, 
as we stated sometime ago, provides for the nomination by the. Emperor of a 
repre sentative Jew, lay or clerk il, who shall enjoy the privilege of a seat for 
life in that august assembly. The fact that forty-three members voted against 
the proposal in the Liberal Chamber of Deputies—and_ it should be remembered 
that the anti-Semitic group are but a mere handfal—renders it probable that the 
scheme will be. hotly contested in. the more Conservative Upper House. Yet, 
although this body thrice rejecced the Mixed Marriages Bill, it will doubtless 
swallow the clause conferring a life peerage on a Jew, together with the other 
portions of the Reform Bill. The Jew who may be selected by the Emperor 


‘Francis Joseph for this uniyjne distinction will, however, not be the first coreli- 


gidnist having aseat in an Upper House. Both in Italy and in France there are 
distinguished Jewish Senators. In the former country, one of them, Signor Artom, 
has represented his Sovereign at.a foreign Court. | In France, a Jewish Senator, 
M. Millaud, is Secretary to the House. In Holland there has been a Jewish 
Member of the first Chamber. These hold their seats by election, and only 
during the duration of the respective periods for which they. were returned. 
In Hungary, on the other hand, the Jewish member of the Upper House will be 
quite independent of the existence of the Chamber. For him, dissolution will 
have no terrors. 


A very interesting case has just occurred in-the Court of a Justice of the 
Peace of Odessa. The Turkish Consul had authorised his dragoman to attend the 
Court in a lawsuit concerning a Turkish subject.: The Justice seeing the drago- 
man with a fezon his head, asked him what his religion was, and on receiving the 
answer that he was a Jew, said at once that he had no right to be in the Court 
headed with a fez, and ordered him to be removed from the court. 
As the duty of the Turkish dragomans is to wear a fez when they are on official 
affairs, the Consul immediately went with his dragorian to the Justice for an 
explanation. The Justice declared to the Consul that he would not admit the 
dragoman wearing a fez,and that he would not hear any explanations. The 
Consul replied that the dragoman had not come as a private person, but as an 
official representative, and, whatever his religion might be, he ought to observe 
the custom of the country he represented. Considering that the case has some 
international significance, the Consul has entered an official protest in the Superior 
Court, and is resolved to come to a definite understanding with regard to the 
right of dragomans to go into the Russian Courts wearing a fez. Thus, thanks 
to the stupid anti-Jewish zeal of a Russian Justice, we shall now have « diplo- 
inatic correspondence about a fez.

There were, in his opinion, said the lecturer, few more popular subjects than that 
cf which be proposed to spe ak.

But his 
subject, notwithstending its unfamiliarity, should have an interest for them, am a 


man,’ to quote the Roman saying, ‘and nothing human is foreign to my sympathies.’’ 
He paid a tribute to the excellencies of the Rabbins. Their aims were good, though 
their views were n rrow. They were men like ourselves, though the conditions in 
which they lived were different from ours. The Jews were a phenomenal people. Their 
prophets had proved to be their historians. ‘* No weapon turned against thee shall 
prosper,’ said the prophets; and Frederick the Great had confessed that to oppress the 
Jews had never brought prosperity to any Government. ‘‘I will make a full end of 
all the nations; but of thee I will not make a full end,”’ eaid the prophets again; and 
the truth of the prediction was verified by the survival of Israel tide ty side with the 
destruction of the greatest nationalities. In a passage of remarkable beauty, the 
lecturer described the utter downfall of Babylon and Assyria, of Egypt and Tyre, and 
Greece and Verrepolis. But the stream of Israel's national life still flowed on, while 
the greatest nations lay dead on its banks. It might be that when London and Berlin 
and St Petersburg were heaps of ruins in their turn, the waters of Siloah, purged of 
their impuritie s, would yet refresh the world. 

Nothing was more astonishing than the change that came over the character of Ierael 
after the Babylonian Captivity. The Jews were not seduced by the gay religions of their 
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captors. They forsook idolatry ; and this mighty change of ideal and charac er which 
culmioated in the Ta'mud was to be attributed to Ezra. On the ruins of the priesthood 
he built up the Scribes. On the ashes of the Temple he rearei the S;nagogue. Out of 
the ignorance of Hebrew sprang the use of the Chaldaic tong e; for government by 
royalty was subs‘ituted government by the learned. The tystem initiated by Ezra was 
a narrow one, but it was inspired by noble ideas ani feelings. Ie brought into pro- 
minence the Oral Law. Mixed marriages, hitherto tolerated, were tow sternly for. 
bidden. Such action probably saved Judasis n from extinction. ; 

The title * Rabbi” originated in the schools of Hilll and Shammai. There seho la 
were engaged in incessant em'rovergies about the minutia of the ceremonial law. One 
of those controversies turned on the question whether the grapes in an unclean vat were 
themselves unclean; another on the que-tion whether the napkin on which the hand« 
are dried previous to the meal, should be placed on the table or on a chair. Such emy'] 
questions were cons dered immensely important, bat who should decide when doctors dir. 
agreed? The Rabbins taught the Jew that externilism wa+allinall. The grea'est com- 
mandment of all, they said, was that about fringes. The law of Moses was burdensome, 
but the fingers of the Talmu tie ductors were thicker than his loins. If Moses chastise] 
Israel with whips, the traditional law chastised him with scorpions. As an i-lastration of 
Shammais eharar ter, Archdeacon Farrar ql ved the story told of him to the effect that 
he had a Succah erec'ed over his daught r when she lay on her deathbed. Shammai pissed 
the whele week in thinkirg how to prepare for the Sabbath. Lis rival the © sweet and 
noble?’ Hillel, contra-ted favourably with him. The lecturer gave a sketch of the life 
and teaching of ‘“‘the greatest of the Rabbins.’” Hetold the well-known story of Hille! 
lying on the window-sill cut-ide the school of Shemajah and Abtalion, in the hope of 
gaining admission at last, and being all but frozen to death. ‘If I do not care for my 
svul,’’ he taught, “who will? andif not now, when?’ The public statues wefe regti- 
larly washed, he said further, how much more, then, the human body, the temple of the 
soul! ** 1 havea guest et home,’’ he was wont to say to his disciples, as he hurried frm the 
school, and when pressed for an explenation, replied: The guest is my eoul. I| am 
going home to attend to that guest now.”’ ‘* Modest and patient as Hillel,’’came to be a 
proverb among the Jews. Archdeacon Farrar repeated the anecdotes about the heathen 
who asked in turn Shammai and Ilillel to teach him the Law while he stool on one leg, 
and about the wager laid and lost by a man who said that he would put Hillel out of temper. 
Hi lel introduced system into the T.Imnudic chaos; while the Prophets had sought to 
reduce the essent‘als of the re‘igion to a few principles, the Rabbhias m ltiplied laws. 
They counted 365 negative and 248 affirmative precepts, of which some were * light ”’ 
and others “ y,’ soma fathers,’" others secondary.” [t was all but imp ssible 
for the humen memory to move freely amid this huge chaos. Tlillel did good service by 
classifying the laws under six divisi ns: Se-ds, Festivals, Women, Injuries, Holy Things, 
and Puritications. The Mishaa, which was compi ed two centurie: later, was arranged 
under these six heads, 

Afer the destruction of the Temp'e, Judui«n in the ordinary course of events would 
have become an impossible relig on. It wasa religion of one Temple and many sacrifices 
Its destruction was averted by Rabbi Jochavan Ben Zacea’. Asked how he hal attained 
to length of days, R. Jochanan replied that he had nm ver ¢ dled any man by an il-natured 
name. He never indulgej in frivelous ta'k, and was the first to salute thove he met in the 
market-plece. Ile breathed hope and consolation into the peop'e at a time of national 
ruin. The sacrifices, }e said, had ceased, but a means of atonement was left them in 
benevelent deels. With the p«rmi-tion of Trius he opened a college at Jamnia. How 
little the Romans thought that the Rabli who had escipel from the beleagu+red capital 
was about to establish a religious system which would survive theie empire by a thousand 
years! The centre of rational life was destrosed, but R Jochenan furnished the people 
with an impregnable stronghold in the house of study. That he did not despur of 
Judaiem entitled him tothe thanks, not on!y of Lis nation, but of all the world. 

Vergy diff- rent was the life of R. Akiba.. In his early days he was poor, and ha‘ed 

the sight of a Rabbi. . But urzed by his wife, he was irduced to study, and at leat 
stained to eminence. Ile is said to have langhed when others wept. The sight of the 
jackal springing from the ruins of the 7 emple, which sets his companions weeping, 
raises a sinile in him; fer he sees in the fulfilment of the predictions of national disaster 
A pledge that the bright r progrosticstions will uleo. be verified. llis end was tragic ; 
he took part in the revolt under Bar Cochba, and died a martyr’s death, pronsuncing the 
last word of the declaration, *‘ Hear, O Is:ael],’’ ete., with that prolonged utterance which 
is eustomary even amongst Jews of the present day, Bar C chba’s recolt was markel by 
a massacre of the Christians—the first indication that the Romans had of the differ. nce 
hetween Christians and Jews. Akiba wasthe St. Thomas Aquinas of Kabbinism, and out of 
every minute €xpre-sion in the law, and even every twist of a letter, he would evolve 
sum her less precepts. It was,in the Talmulic language, a mountain d nyling froma 
single hair. At the same time the Talmud made developments of ths. Peatateuch 
of which Mozes had confesexd'y not the slightest notion. Ilere was a moun- 
tain danzling from a tingle hair. The R.bbins had a sublime eonfidence in the 
importance of their own teaching ; the lectur-r illustra'el this by quoting the story of 
Rabbi Flezer ben THyreanus even calling upon Heaven to verify the trath of the opinion 
whi h he h id express d in OPD ition to the of the It ib ins. .Ar hdea on kurrar then 
re‘erred to the apostacy of Elisha ben Abuyah. The religion he embracel was. appa- 
rently something approawhing Christianity, ‘* Return, ye ba: ksliding children,’’ quoted 
the Rabbins, adding, ** all except Elisba ben Abuyah.’” Oa the o’her hand, it is recorded 
that he was sived from eternsl destruction by the prayers of the Ribbins and by his 
knowleige of the Law. The last Ribbin noticed by the lecturer was K. Jehudah the 
Holy, the compiler of the Mishna—the first authoruative « 
the Oral Law. The Mishna wes a collection of brief sentences requiring much ¢iscussion 
and explanation. The discussion went on until the year 493, when the Gemara came 
into existence urder the auspices of R. Ashi. The Gemara was studied mre than the 
Bible or even the Law for 1200 yeare. 

The Talmud was the most wonderful beok in the word. It was a farrazo of most 
hete roge neous ements, b ing the of the note-books «uf filled with a ] 
the wisdom and folly, the sense and nonsense heard from their teachers. It was full of 
uncouth expressons and of gross improprict'es. It contained tales about the freaks of 
spirits; it was full of incan‘ations, exorcisms and cryptographs, combined with notes of al! 
torts of sermons. It was a monument of human wisdom and aberrations—a ruia hiding 
many treasures—-a turbid sea full of deeps and shallows concealing here and there a pearl. 
Amid all the scum thrown upon the shore is the flotsam and jetsam of a thousand yeare. 
The Talmud consis ed. of two main branches, Halacha, rule or precedent, and Agaida 
legend, discourse, or homiletics. The first was the dreariest mass of ceremonial law ; the 
second was nobler and mere human. It must not ba Imari ed, however, that those were 
right who quoted Talmudic stories as proofs that their authors were lunatics. Some of 
them had « deep meaning purposely hidden. The Rab ins had often to play the part of 
Brutus, and corceal wisdom beneath the guise of folly. The lecturer gave several 
examples. We must remember, he said, that the Talmudic st ries are like the houses of 
the Jews in the middle ages, dingy without, splendid within. He further quoted an 
obscure suving of Abba Saul, which, according to Archdeacon Farrar, was a covert 
atteck on Christianity, and at the same time a covert admission of its superiority. The 
Talmud was adresry book and a monument of misdirected energy ; but it had its redeem- 
ing points. The darkness was occasionally broken by flashes of light. The lecturer 
concluded by giving some examples of the exalted teaching of the Talmud, both 
religious and moral.

UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 
CONDITION OF THE POOR. 


The monthly meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held on Tuesday, at 
the Central Svnagocue Chambers.

The Cuaramay, who, on rising, was received with cheers, * uid: Itis my duty now to 
lay formally before you the report of the East End Inquiry Commission appointed by the 
Council onJanuary 6th last. On. this cceasion I rise to thank all those gentlemen who 
took part in that inquiry for their attendance at the meetings of the ¢ mmission, and for 
the great assiduity and zeal which they brought to bear en the subject. It was owing to 
their assiduity and zeal that I am enabled to submit this report at eo short an interval 
a‘ter the appointment of the commis:ien. In framing the report, the commission had to 
inquire intotwo cer ain grievances. The first is ons whic’) Is m Te intimately connected 
with the United Synag’ cue, and thatis how to get the ** touch ’’ of our co-religi mists in the 
East End of London. After hearing the views of the Chief Rabbi's delegate and other 
reverend gentlemen acquainted with the East End, your commission came to the conclu- 
sion that there were three things which this Council can do, and which are imperative on 
them. The first is to hold services in the Free School on Sabbath afternoons. You may 
think that as some of our brethren of the East End have their own Synagogues and 
(hevras it is supertluovs to burden the community with the expense of Sabbath 
afternoon services at the Free School. But one reason for recommending this scheme 
is that gentlemen may be obtained who can deliver lectures in the language which 
the hearers can best understand. (Hear, hear.) Another question which seemed of 
great importance was that the poor adult foreign Jews who arrive in this country 


. should know that there were means at their disposal for learning the English language. 


There are adu't clueses held at the Free School every evening, but they are not #0 largely 
attended as the promoters could wish, and the machinery exists in the United Synagogue 
to bring these evening classes to the knowledge of our poor co-religionists at the East End. 
The third resolution which is intimately connected with this institution, is for extending the 
sphere and powers of the Visitation Committee. ‘The first recommendation will not require 
any additional outlay on the part of the Council, and therefore, I presume there will not be 
any opposition to it, So farasthe second and third resolutions are concerned, if the services 
are held at the Free Scheol, and competent lecturers are engaged, a burden will be thrown 
on the budget of the United Synagogue. Considering all the circumstances in connection 
with this institution, we ought not to grudge any expenditure for the benefit of our poor 
co-religionists in the East End. (Hear, hear.) The same argument applies to extending 
the sphere of the Visitation Committee. At the same time I should be deceiving myself 
and the Council would be deceiving themselves, if we believed that the movement can 
stop at this spiritual extension. We were all strack with this fact which was brought 
prominently before us. It was urged, how can you expect pevple in the East 
End of London to improve their social condition, unless they have the means? 
Many ‘arge schemes were suggested to the Committee by enthusiastic gentle- 
men, who gave us their advice, and if we had even byt partially taken their 
alvice, we should have brought forward large schemes which would have tended to 
rauperise the poor, and to which the Council would have objected. The efforts of 
the Anglo-Jewish communily have always been to repress pauperism, and we appreciate 
the means which have been adopted under the able guidance of my friend Mr. Lionel 
Cohen, to try to elevate the condéion of the poor Jews, and not to pauperise them. 
1 am not one to advocate the establishment of a’perpetual Ghetto in our midst. 
(Hear, hear.) but we must look established facts in the face. When our co-religionists 
who have been oppressed at home come:t» this country, the first thing they do is to 
flock to districts where their own eduntrymen and relatives mostly congregate; where a 
language is spoken which they can understand. They are not likely to spread to other 
districts until they become cultured and more civilised. And you cannot expect them 
to become clean while they are condemned to herd together in their present dirty and 
ill-ventilated tenements. You may say that this is not a question which affects Jews alone ; 
but the broad fact remains that our poor brethren are compelled to dwell in these 
unhealthy tenements and to pay exorbitant rents. Our efforts will tend to reduce rents, 
and will show to the world that cheap and good dwellings can be built; and this will be 
the means of creating a vacuum in other houses. Our example will be followed by 
others, and will produce an effect not alone upon the Jewa but upon the general community. 
It will now be my duty to propose for your acceptance the four recommendations of the 
Commission, but before doing so I thought it right to make this statement, and to invite 
discussion on the subject. (Cheers.) 

Sir B. H. Excis, K.C.S.1., seconded the motion of the president. He eaid that after 
the able and lucid manner in which the president had laid the subject before the Council, 
there remained little for him to say. As regards the first three recommendations, they 
would not call for any large expenditure. But the fourth recommendation demanded more 
consideration, for the subject was a grave and difficult one. If it were true—as it un- 
doubtedly was—that ‘‘ Cleanliness is next to Godliness,”’ their first duty should be to pro- 
vide better dweiling-houses for the poor. This point was one which had been admitted 
not alone by Jews, but by all classes of the community. The Council could, in bis 
opinion, not do better than agree to the words of wisdom which had fallen from the 
president. 

Mr, Noan Davis said that the Council should do something more than give its sym- 
pathy to the extended work which it was intended to throw on the Visitation Committee. 
Although the state of the funds of the United Synagogue would not bear charges for any 
extra work, the Council should economise in another direction in order to enable it to 
contribute towards the expenses which will be entailed in enlarging the number of officers 
of the Visitation Committee. Such an outlay was a legitimate expenditure for the Council 
of the United Synagogue, and he trusted the Chairman of the Visitation Committee (Mr. 
0 Davidson) would see his way to asking the Council fora grant in aid of this 
object. 

Mr. Louis Davipson expressed his thanks to Mr. Davis for having called attention to 
the position of the Visitation Committee. He reminded the Council that the committee 
made an appeal some years ago, and the results were so small that they did not pay 
postage expenses. The committee had a paramount claim on the community, and, con- 
tidering the large eums spent for charitable purposes, it should receive support in its 
unostentatious useful work. 

Mr. Davip Davis, while cordially supporting the entire series of proposals, objected 
to the burden of finding the funds for the erection of suitable dwellings being thrown on 
another body. After the sad picture which had been drawn of the desolation of the 
people, it was not right that the Council should say that it had no funds, but would 
willingly see another institution take up a responsibility which should fall on the United 

Synagogue, the largest body inthe community. Averse as he was as treasurer to trench.

ing too largely on the funds of the Synagogue, he believed that the erection of healthy 
dwellings for the poor was a purpose for which those funds should be preserved and uced. 
Ho would, theretore, have been glad if the president had asked the Council to sell out 
stock to the value of 5.000/., which woud form the nucleus of a building fund. The 
example would meet with plenty of followers, and a great stigma would thereby be 
removed from the community. 

Mr. A. E. Sypwney, as the hoo. solicitor to the Council, said he was of opinion that, 
legally, none of the funds of the Synagogue were applicable to the object under discussion, 
As regards the intended appeal of the Visitation Committees, should it be unsuccessful, the 
committee could come to the Council, who wou'd know how to deal with it. He thanked 
the Inquiry Commission for their masterly report, and expressed his gratification at seeing 
that the utility of the Cnevras had boen recognised, and that it was not intended ia any 
way to injure their existence. 

Mr. H. H. Coxntss opposed the principle laid down in the report, which cou'd not 
commend itself to his mind. Whilst they had been trying to break down class legislation, 
and to abolish the aggregation of Jews in one particular spot, the report recommended 
what would be tantamount to raising one perpetual Ghetto in the midst of the community, 
To place the poor in houses, such as proposed by the Commission, before educating them 
to appreciate such homes, was a grave mistake. If the condition of the homes of the Jewish 
poor was, as had been stated by Mr. David Davis, a stigma upon the community, 
it was equally so onthe Cnristian community. He failed to see that the dwellings of 
their own poor were any worse than those of the Christians. The legislature had stepped 
in, and large sums had been expended in the endeavour to remedy tue evil. He deniei 
that from the point of view of cleanliness, the wre'chedne's among the Jewish poor was 
as great as has been assumed. In the course of his professional duty he had had occasion 
to visit a locality largely inhabited by Jews, and never before had he so practically learnt 
the value of the Jewish Sabbath, than on observing on» Friday evening, how remarkah!y 
clean the dwellings had been made in anticipation of its advent. The white cloths on the 
tables, the clean floors and tidy appearance of the room:, were to him a most gratifying 
spectacle. Mr. Collins then, at considerable length, referred to artisans dwellings which 
had been erected in various parts of the metropolis by the Corporation, the Board of 
W orks and private enterprise, and from his experience of the subject he predic'e! that 
the scheme would be a financial failure. He instan ed the dwelling-hous+s adjacent to 
the Jews’ Infant Schools, in Commercial-street, erected under the auspices of a company, 
including the late Sir Anthony de Rothschild, and the late Sir Francis Goldsmid, and 
Mr. F, D. Mocatta, and which he was sorry to say had proved to be a financial and social 
failire. (‘*No, no.’’) Instead of forming a building company, he recommended that a 
bett-r course would be to advance money to builders, as the Ecclesiastical Commissioners 
had lately done for the erection of buildings in Bermondsey. He strongly feared the ex- 
periment proposed to the Council that evening would be mischiev us instead of beneficial. 

Mr. Mavuice Hart, in replying to Mr. Collins, said that the Commission had ascer- 
tained that serviceable rooms could be built, which could be let at lower rates than the 
wretched apartments which the poor now inhabited. The object the Commission had in 
view was not to make profit, but to admit those who po sibly might be excluded from the 
Corporations’ and Artisans’ Dwellings. 

Mr. L. L. Conen said that the question had largely been treated that evening as one 
of sentiment. He hoped to appeal not only t» the sentiment of the meeting, but also to 
its reason. But there was one feeling of sentiment on which it was but right for him to 
touch. He remembered that it was just twelve months ago that the president spoke to 
him on this subject, which had been impressed upon bim by his then dying mother. I: 
was a solemn coincidence, and at the same time a happy tribute to the m: mory of the 
lamented Baroness, that. on that very day, which was the first anniversary of her desth, 
her son was engaged in directing the attention of the community to a subject which 
in the very last moments of her life still occupied her mind. (Hear, hew.) Le. 
ferring to the conclusions arrived at by the Commission, Mr. Cohen. said 
that at the outset a reluctant follower, he had become converted to the wisdom of the 
course recommended. He denied that it was intended to build house: to which Jews 
should have exclusive admission. It could not be tou emphatically expressed that 
although dwellings practically erected by a Jewish body wouldchiefly attract Jewish inha»- 
tants, there would be nothing to prevent o' hers from eutering their wally. Nor was there 
any intention, as had been feared by Mr, Sydney, to swamp the Coevras. 5» usefu! 
were these Chevras that it was desired to engraft them oa the system of the United 
Synagogue, and considerable progress had already been mads in this direction. As to 
any contention that the Unitel Synagogue had no business to take up the question of 
the dwellings of the poor, he said that the existence of an entire colony shut up in itself 
was an evil which was impressed on every section of the community, but which should 
be taken up by the United Synagogue as the moet representative body in the community, 
Mr. Collins’ speech had been extremely useful, but it was not practical to raise financial 
and other questions which had nothing to do with the operations of the Council. He did 
not join their treasurer in advocating for the present the direct participation of the 
Council in the movement. If by rigid economy, the funds of the Synagogue could be 
improved, there would be ample scope for the proposal of Mr. David Davis to vote 


§,000/., if the Council had the power to do so, when the time cams for promoting the 


erection of a second block of buildings. With regard to the appeal of the Visitation Com- 
mittee, it would be time to ask for the aid of the Council when it was found that effi- 
cient support was not forthcoming from the community. In conclusion, Mr. Cohen 
denied that the dwellings ia Commercial-street were a failure, and in support of his 
statement, he mentioned that the Board of Guardians which was a shareholder (by gilt) 
in the company, had that very day reccived a dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. 

The CuairnMAn, in summing up the debate said that all those associated with him in the 
work were gratified at the reception the report had met with that evening. He could, 
however, not refrain from the remark that if they were to.be guided by the stern princi- 
ple that they must look to the general community to take up such work as that on 
which they wereengsged, this principle would be applied to other matters, aid ins!itu- 
tions of which the community were justly proud, would depart from their midst. There 
could be no doubt that much of the freedom and many of the liberties whi -h the Jews 
enjoyed ia London arove from the care they bes‘owed on the poor, and on their efforts to 
lighten as much as possible the general rates. On the subject of the profits arising from 
artisans’ dwellings, he mentioned that in close proximity to the buildings erected by the Cur 
seg e houses had been run up | private speculatora which yielded, not 4 per cent, 

ut 10 per cent, He had received a letter from Mr, Mocatta, who referred to the dwellings 
in Commercial-atreet, which were successful, although they were not as good or as ¢ heap 
as dwellings cuuld be built at present. Mr. Collins wag quite wrong in styling them 4 
financial failure, fur he (the Chairman) was a shareholder, and had regularly received. 4 
dividend of at least 5 per cent., and had that very day received the divideod for the past 
year. He was quite confident that there was every prospect of the company propose4 

cing a financial success, and helping to greatly reduce the rents and improve the dwellings 
poneey of the poor in the East End. Feeling as he did on economic que-t.ons, and 

eing a Free Trader, he could not let the project slumber. He concluded by formally 
putting the first three recommendations, which were unanimously adopted.

THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 

We have already refefred in detail to the annual reports of the several 
Committees of the Jewish Board of Guardians. The annual report of the Board 
itself is now before us, and as usual it contains a very interesting exposition of 
the work of the Institution during the past year. The fact once more stands out 
in bold relief, that the foreign poor constitute the bulk of those assisted. 

The total number of cases relieved in 1884, exclusive of those dealt with by 
the Loan and Industrial Departments, was 3,054, representing 10,028 persons, 
consisting of about 14 per cent. natives, and 86 per cent. foreigners. The report 
states: * The formidable increase of 172 cases over the previous year, and of no 
less than 233 cases over the average of the three previous years, bas greatly taxed 
the powers of the Board, and it must be acknowleged that if depression in trade 
here and occurrences abroad combine annually to increase the number of appli- 
cants for relief, and at the same time to restrict the natural flow of emigration, 
the task of adequately meeting the wants of the Jewish poor in this metropolis 
may soon assume somewhat unmanageable proportions.” 

The number of native applicants, as well as “ old cases,” shows a decrease. It 
is solely the influx of foreign Jews which taxes the resources of the Board. Of 
the total number of 1,368 “ new cases,” only 98 were natives, 1,031 Russians and 
Poles, 180 Germans, 25 Dutch, and 34 from other countries. The preponderating 
increase in the total number of applicants is among those resident here less than 
seven years. They nuinberéd 183 in excess of the previous year, or an increase of 
over 14 per cent., and nearly equalled in ntimber those of the same class who 
applied in the year 1882, when the agitation in Russia brought an influx to 
London which, it was then thought, would not again be approached under ordinary 
conditions. Relief was given 18,077 times, or an average of 5.0 times to each 
applicant, less than that recorded for some years. This decrease evidently indi- 
cates that the relief given was toa large extent commensurate with the needs of 
theapplicants, 569 persons were assisted to purchase tools, or with. money for 
the purposes of trade. “ The gradual growth of this kind of relief tends to 
show what efforts are made to aid those anxious to help themselves. As the poor 
become mindful of the fact that it is far better to seck independence than to 
court charity, no doubt assistance of this kind will still more be substituted forthe 
: dole.” The “ desertion ”’ cases exhibit an increase. There were 156 such cases, and 

2 wives and 242 children were sent out to rejoin the heads of families. “ Every

REPORTED RETIREMENT OF COUNT TOLSTOI. 
A report is current in St. Petersburg that Count Tolstoi bas tendered his 
resignation to the Emperor, and that His Majesty has refused to accept it. 
Count Tolstoi, however, persists in his demands to be relieved from office. In 
the event of his retirement his successor will probably be Count Pahlen. This 
nobleman, as our readers are aware, is President of the Imperial Commission for 


the consideration of the Jewish Question, and has shown himself favourably 
inclined towards the Jews. 3 


PRINUE BISMARCK AND BARON DE ROTHSCHILD, OF PARIS 
— 


The Count d’Heérisson has just published, in a work entitled “ Journal d'un 
Officier d'Ordonnance " (Paris, Ollendorf), some remarkable details concerning 
the stirring events which took place from July, 1870,to February, 1871. The Count 
accompanied M. Jules Favre to Vé rsailles at the moment when negotiations were 
being carried on for the conclusion of peace. Having been invited to dinner by 
Prince (then Count) Bismarck, he relates the conversation he held with the 
Prussian Chancellor, who bitterly complained of the reception given to the Ger- 
mans at Ferriéres (the seat of Baron Alphonse de Rothschild). With reference 
to this incident, Count d’Hérisson writes as follows : 


| I believed my anecdotes would not displease him, for I read in the book of Dr. 
Moritz Busch, his Secretary, entitled “ Le Comte de Bismarck et sa suite pendant la 
guerre de France” : | 

“In exchange for these and other anecdotes, the Chief related to Hérisson dif : 
ferent things which were not kuown in the Parisian clubs and salons, and which 
will here be learnt with pleasure ; for instance, the conduct of Rothschild a tFer- 
riéres, and the metamorphosis by which the grandfather Amschel was changed from 
a little Jew into a great personage, thanks to the Elector of Hesse. The Count spoke 
of him at different times as the Court Jew ( Hofjude).” 3 

Count von Bismarck mentioned to me that he had much to complain of at the 
manner in which the Germans were received at Ferri¢res, According to him, it was 
Baron de Rothschild’s steward, rather than the Baron himself, who ought to be 
censured. * But,’ he added, “ like master, like man.” From this subject he turned 
in order to tell me how the Jews were detested and held in contempt in Germany, 
and how good society held aloof from them. . 

Frankly, it was impossible for me to follow him on this gee and I confessed 
to him that in France, for the moment, we entertained no such repugnance. I gave 
him to understand that I could notshare his sentiments, and that, as a French officer, 
| was the more disposed to admire the courage of Baron de Rothschild, since, in dis- 
playing this courage, the Baron risked more than many others. It is quite possible

Tue Report of the East End Commission appuinted by the Couneil of the 
United Synagogue, the full text of which we published last week, and the 
article by “* A Lay Worker” which appears in another column are notable 
contributions to the solution of a most perplexing

The Report docs not suffer by more deliberate examination. A 
question which affords an excellent opportunity for rague, sentimental 


generalities has been dealt with in the 


most sober, practical manner, 
The temptation to “gush” over the desperate condition of the poor, and 
then to leave it wholly untouched, isa strong one, 


It has been successfully 
resisted in the present instance. 


The Report is as clear and practical as 
any that has ever emanated from a United Synagogue Committee. The 
discussion of the Report by the Council on Tuesday evening was equally 
sober and businesslike. The conditions of the problem are clearly perceived and 
as clearly stated bythe Commission ; and the suggestions made for its solution 
are workable and adequate. It is gratifying to notice thatthe true keynote ofthe 
communal attitude towards the Russian immigrant is struck in some of the 
earliest sentences of the Report. The Committee are at pains to explain 
that there is no such thing among the Jewish poor as “ spiritual destitu- 
tiou” in the usual sense of the ¢*.pression, On the contrary, the main- 
tenance of synagogues by the foreign poor, and the sacrifices they make to 
secure Jewish teaching for their children, testify to the streagth of their 
attacliment to their ancestral religion, Their ileas of worship and of reli- 
gious instruction do not, it is true, correspon l with those of English Jews ; 
but they exist, nevertheless, and are utterly incompatible with the hypothesis 
It is obvious that, if 
any success‘ul attempt ts to be made to bridge the chasm which divergent 


modes ef tnought and social customs have created between the Russian Jew 


that those Who hold them are leading godless lives, 


and: his English coreligionists, this is the tone which must be adopted 


towards him. Due,credit must be allowed him for performing his religious 


duty according to his lights. 


There nust be no assunption towards him of 
spiritual superiority on the part of the community. 


We must recognise and 
admit his good qualities ; 


the ground of our interference must be distinctly 
seen to be the desire, not to improve his religion out of existence, but to 
bring his general life inté closer harmony with Western civilisation: Unless 
we utterly misunderstand the character of the poor, they will gladly avail 
themselves of the help tliat is thus proffered them. The Russian immigrant 
soon appreciates the difference of liabits and manners that severs him from 
his Cliristian neighbours, and quickly conceives a desire to tone down the 
points which thus unfavourably single him out from the rest of the popula-

Physical and moral debasement must inevitably be 
the result of occupying houses which are both insanitary and the enemies of 
deceney.. But if the Jewish poor are to bo better housed, the necessary 


accommodation must be provided for them. Phe rents charged in the exist- 


ing model-dwellings are beyon| their means. A scheme for the erection: ot 


improved houses, such as we advocated a fort night ago, has accordingly been 


adopted. The undertaking is to bo conducted on a strictly com aereial basis

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is to be accepted as a sufficient return on the ¢apital, Such a dividend would, 
it is believed, admit of sufficient house-accommodation for a family being 
provided at a weekly rental of five shillings for each tenement.

fO THE EDITOR OF THE “** JEWISH CHRONICLE,”’ 


Sin,—I bez space to discuss the following recommendation of the Committce of the 
Council of the United 8S ynagcegue, which I Lelicve is to be considered by the Council this 
week :—-‘* That this Council will view with pleacure the establishment of a company forthe 
erection of suitable tenements for the poor, at rentals based on the principles set forth in 
the above report, and confidently recommend the scheme therein referred to to the kind 
contideration and support of every member of the community.” 

It is to be earnestly hoped, in the intereets of the community, that the result of the 
consid: ration of the scheme will be to withheld a'l support from it in its present shape, 

Stated brietly, the echeme is one to reise £40,000, wherewith to build in Flower and 
Dean S-reet a block of dwellings to house 186 Jewi:h fomilies— say €00 to 700 people ; 
to provide acc »mmodation therein superior to that in the buildings recently erected in 
Petticout Square, Guulsion Street, and Went worth Street; to supply these at a weekly 
renal not o4.. per tenement; and 
company a net return of 4 per e-nt. 


ceeding to yteld the sharcholders in the pro posed 
The inexpediency of massing together sny large number of poor Jews in one building 
‘should be manifest. It is. oppoted to all berality in thought ond to all recent policy, 
which has been not to isolate separate sects, but to mingle them with others. Itis by 
such interchange ef communication that cne sect benefits the other; while the separate 
houring of each religious community will tend but to emphasise the norrowncss and 
bigotry of a class, and to increas e the hostility of one class towards the other. 

The committee endea your to meet this obvicus argument egainst their scheme, by 
stating the fact that Jews already live together in one quarter, and they ask—‘' Is it not 
better that this segregation shoule exist under the improved conditions herein suggested, 
than under unhealthy conditions, as at present >’ 

This question naturally arewers itself but in cone wey; but why should the question 
be asked at all? Is there no alternative? The fact unfortunately exists that our poor 
already live together in one quarter. Our efforts cught to be directed towards minimising 
this adwitted evil, by housing the poor Jews in different districts—not by massing them 
in one. This is the main objccticn to the chime. Other objections may be advanced, and I 
will allude to them later on. 

In the meanwhile, I direct att«ntion to. a somewhat similar scheme, tho history of 
which, commencing some twenty-five years ago, may peshaps well .be recalled at this 
juncture. Efforts were at that time initiated by the late Sir Francis Goldemid, Sir Anthony 
Nothschild and others, to improve the housing of our poor, which resulied in the forma- 
tion of the Jewish and East London Mode] Lodging House Association and the erection 


by them on a block of freekold land in Commercial Stree”! the CaN Building” 
then, and now, consisting of twenty-nine tenemente, com” "6 eighty-one rooms and six 
shops, at a cost of £7,800, 

In its time it did fairly good work, until, some ye* 98% lees and less interest was 
taken in its management; the tenements fell into d? epair and the arsociation was reduced 
to the lowest ebb, paying no. dividend at al + f¥ of us then took it in hand and 
reorganised it, with the efficient assistence (4 Sir 8. H. Waterlow’s Compeny, who 
subsequently undertook and still have its menegement. Three years ago the directors 
determined, fur the reasons «(ven below, to 4nd up the Aseociation as and when oppor- 
tunity offered, Negotiaticne are now beim conducted to give effect to this resolution, at 
the very time wher 4 movement is being inaugurated to etart a smilar aseociation on 
a much larger scale. The following are the conclusions arrived at by the directors of that 
association in 1582, and they are worthy of reproduction now. “ During the last three 
years the directors have had under their consideration the deeirability or otherwise of con- 
tinuing the cperations of the aseociation. The thareholders will remember that it was 
founded upwards of twenty years ago with the object cf providing Jewish families with 
mode! loéginge, ard that at the time of iis fsmation, workmen’s dweilings were but few 
in numter, end, to there, access was ret always readily obtained by Jewish applicants, 
After the lepee of neatly a quarter of a century, the circumstances have materi- 

ally altered, and there now existe numerous blocks of buildings, many of which are 
8 perior in accomm odstion to that which the association poesessess, and to all of which, 
as fir as the directors are aware, Jews are as :eadily admitted as ere personsof other faiths, 
The objects of the aseceiatin, whit h performed a most useful service in acting as 
an humble picneer to the leabcdy, Waterlow, and other s milar large institutions of this 
diy, have therefore been fulfilled. It is difficult to sce that its continuation will per- 
petuate any Lenefits to the Lumtlcr clascce of tLe cc mmunity, and it might rather act in a 
contrary direction, as the presert inhabitants could readily repair to more 
modern babitations at the same rentals ; and the desirability of separately housing any 
particular denomination may, in the present day, be at Last fairly questiond. Moreoy er, 
many of the eriginal shareholders have been removed by death, and their successors 
take but a limited interest im tle effebs of the aetociation. Having in view 
these considerations, end alo that in the acministration of such a comparatively emal! 
bu lding the maropement exponecs ase necessarnly somewhat high, the directors have re- 
solved, whenever a favourable «pyoitunity cccurs, to dispose of the property and liquidete 
the association, dividing the proceeds among the shareholders, and the directors anticipate 
they may be able to effect this without any sacrifice of the original capital. It may 
not, perhaps, be beyond their province to suggest that an investment might 
be adv entageously made, with the proceeds, in some of the numerous larger cognate 
comp anies which confer eo gieat a Leon on the working classes. A reeolution will. be 
proposed at the annual general meeting ey proving the course suggested by the directors, 
and autherisiog them to carry it Cut at such time as may appear to them expediert to 


do so.” 


I would mere’y add that this report is signed by Mr. I’. D. Mocatta, as chairman, and 
was assented to by the ot her directors, emcng whom were Sir Julien Goldemid and Mr. M. 
Beddington, whose know-edge of the wants of the East End Jewr, and whose experience 
some as Cirectors of the M eticzcliten Association for Improving the Dwellings of the 
Industrious Clases, end the other as largely ekiled in building enterprisec—lend some 
weight to the opinions expres sed three years ago and quoted above.

I have no lesitet on im seyis g that these prospects are entirely illusory ; and not being 
altogether withcut hncwledge cr cxyerience in such matters, 1 add that I ehall be greatly 
eurpriced if the proposed enlcrprke pays 2) per cent. per annum upon the figures above 
given. 

It would unduly lengthen this letter were Ito quote precedents which would prove 
the of thie cetimete. Lom for the essertion, and it would be as 
wel that tle promoters should be fortified with the cpinions of experts, viz., of persons 
who have Lees. ccerypied for tcme years in the ccretiuction cf these dwellings, in the 
details of ceost conzccied with them, tle proportion of cutgeings to income, and in their 
menagement befcre they cCmmit themeelyes to the above figures, which 
caunot be svppcrted. Lem awire that this undertahirg is defended by some on the ground 
thatthe buildings aie 1 ot intended exclusively for Jews. This can bardly be deemed an 
irgenuous defence, tle nmiitee ecmit that practically it will probably turn out 
that most of the occupants are Jews,” 

Withcut aestrictiors at will certainly eo turn out. Indeed the provision of a large 
comm cnrecm in which, ‘if thought desirable, religicus services noght be held,’’ suffi- 
cently indicate the expectations of the committee on this head, 

Lf the committee will make it one of their articles of aesociaticn that as soon as 50 per 
cent.of the tctalaumlerci ce UT en's « fa bok are of the Jewieh persuasion, the further 
admission of Jews is pachiliice, they will then meet tle objecticn of those who are 
strenuowly cppcscd to the exccicn Cf these dwellings designed entirely or almost-entirely 
for Jewish OCcCUpa nis. "If this concceeion is n ade, the further objections to the scheme 
on economical and scmininstrative grounce may well be waived; these questions being 
for the consi Ceralicn of the inicuding ebarcholders rather than for discussion in the 
columns of a newspaper. 

I sincerely trust that, unless cefiniie measures are taken to ensure the occupation of 
these blocks by persons of other faiths in, at least, equal numbers as by Jews, they may 
never be built et all. 

In any oth er cece their encticn will simply be a volurtary renewal in London of the 
Ghetto, which it las been tLe yclicey of the Jews for some generations to abolish abroad ; 
anditisa distinct in ike wierg direction tcwaids solving the problem of how to 
house the poor eanitarily and on a commercial basis, 

I venture to think that the Committee, both in their inquiries end their conclusions, 
have not quite exhausted the alternatives open to them in the excellent object they have 
in view of better housing our poor. 

With the prospcet of raising £40,000, they could well seek existing agencies, and 
profit by their experience. If only two cr three such are to be found, it would be surely 
better that the Jews should avail themselves of these few, securing, if necessary, some 
Jewish representation cn their management (in the event of there being any epecial

he found in the letter of our Tangier corr: spondent).—With reference to the crael 
treatm nt of a Jew at Sefrou (near Fez) by the son of the Governor, the Executive 
‘ommittee have been informed that V. Benoliel, Director of the A‘liance School at 
lez, had succeded in obtaining redress for the injured man.

Tink Coxnco.—It is not generally known that the Congo, which has been the 
enbject of an International Conference at Berlin, whose labours terminated last 
week, derives its name from a Portugnese navigator. who flourished in the second 
half of the fifteenth century, and who was a Jew by birth.

FURTHER REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. President—DAvin HYAMm, Esq. 


~ accordance with the scheme adopted by the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial 
I Committee, the Fund was to be devoted to the purchase of ground in the Holv 
Land, to the erection of houses, and generally to the encouragement of agriculture 
and of industrial pursuits. 

Accordingly, after great consideration and careful investigation. the Executive 
Committee acquired two plots of land, in a very favourable situation outside the 
walls of Jerusalem, at a cost of about £1,000, and entered into contracts with two 
local Building Societies for the erection of snitable dwellings on the site. The 
members of one of these Societies, “the Mishkenoth Israel,”’ belong to the Ash- 
kenazim community at Jerusalem, and those of the other, the “Ohel Moshe.” to 
the Sephardim. 

The basis of these contracts is that, as the work progresses, the Committee 
undertake to make advances, free of interest, in proportion to the progress, as cer- 
tified by their local Architect, Mr. C. Schick. 

Thus the Society “ Mishkenoth Israel,” in consideration of sums amounting in 
all to £2,600 to be Advanced to them by the Committee, have undertaken to erect 
a0 single or 40 double houses, as well as a synagogue, cisterns, baths, and such other 
buildings as may be considered necessary for the common use of the inhabitants of 
the houses. It has been agreed that this advance shall be repaid within 15 years, 
and upon such repayment the houses are to become the absolute property of the 
Society, but that, on the other hand, the buildings for common use are always to 
remain the property of the Committee, and the name of Sir Moses Montefiore is to 
be inscribed on this group of buildings in perpetual veneration of his memory. 

The foundation-stone of these buildings was laid by H.B.M. Consul. Noel 
Temple Moore, on the 13th day of July. 1882, with appropiate and imposing cere- 
mony. and on the 3rd of March last the commencement of thirteen additional 
houses was made in the presence of our colleague, Marcus Nathan Adler, Esq., who 
had proceeded to the Holy Land partly with a view of ascertaining the progress of 
these buildings. 

Arrangements similar to those made with the “ Mishkenoth Israel "' Society have 
heen come to with the “Ohel Moshe Society, who have completed six double and 
thirteen single houses, and on the 3rd of March last the foundation-stone was laid 
in the presence/of, and with the aid of, Mr. Adler. 

That all these buildings will supply a real and pressing want is proved incon- 
testably by the fact that they are no sooner completed than they are occupied. 

The Committee have lately received advices of the further progress made with 
these buildings, and to the middle of December last the Ashkenazim Building Society 
had built—

The height of the last cistern was not finally determined at the date of the last 


advices from the Holy Land. 

This plan for promoting industrial enterprise by means of the erection of 
improved dwellings for Jewish inhabitants is looked on with much favour in the 
Holy Land. We are informed by several gentlemen who have visited Jerusalem, and 
especially by Mr. Marcus N. Adler, that the houses are bailt in an excellent situation, 
and are in all respects well adapted for the purposes for which they have been con- 
structed :-and we have no doubt that they will be productive of real and permanent 
benefit to the community of Jeruealem. 7 

As regards agricultural undertakings in the Holy Land, the Committee have not 
yet felt justified in entering upon, or giving pecuniary support to, enterprises of 
that character. | 

With regard to industrious pursuits of a miscellaneous kind, the Committee have 
to report that besides promoting to some extent wood carving and weaving at Jeru- 
salem, the Commit tee have also expended various sims of money and bestowed much 
attention on the manufacture of tiles and bricks im Jerusalem ; and ultimately, il 
December last, they let the machinery and plant to the authorities of the Rothschild 
School in the Holy City. for the purpose of aiding deserving persons desirous of 
being taught the art of brick or tile making. And they have reason to ie ar 
very satisfactory results from promoting in this manner the manufacture of articles 
likely to come into general use in the East. ae 

The present advances to the two Societies amount to £3,840. — 

The Committee have much pleasure in being able to state In this Report the 
important fact that since May, 1880, no expenses whatever of management neve 
been incurred beyond the salary of Mr, Pines at Jerusalem, which has been reduces 
to £100 per annum. 

The Malanes in hand at present is £4,400, of which £1,360 —, be 
advanced to the two Building Societies, pursuant to the contracts entered into 
with them. | 

©. ne wl to add that several applications from the Holy Land are under the 
consideration of the Committee. They will be guided in reference to sees sepia 
tions by the experience to be derived from the undertakings in —e bark g sere
